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The  U.S.  Generalized  System  of  Preferences  (GSP) 
completed  its  first  year  of  operation  on  January  1 , 
1977.  The  U.S.  GSP  program,  which  was  authorized 
by  the  Trade  Act  of  1974,  allows  U.S.  imports  of 
most  manufactured  and  semimanufactured  products, 
along  with  selected  agricultural  commodities,  to  enter 
the  United  States  free  of  duty,  subject  to  certain 
limitations,  when  these  imports  originate  in  desig- 
nated beneficiary  developing  countries.  The  limita- 
tions, known  as  “competitive  need,”  are  designed  to 
restrict  duty-free  treatment  on  individual  items  to 


those  developing  countries  that  are  not  yet  competi- 
tive in  the  U.S.  market.  The  Trade  Act  provides  that 
this  program  shall  remain  in  effect  until  1985.  U.S. 
imports  of  items  that  entered  duty-free  under  GSP  in 
1976  amounted  to  $3.2  billion.  Although  the  U.S. 
GSP  was  not  in  effect  in  1975,  imports  of  these  items 
in  1975  from  countries  that  would  have  been  eligible 
totaled  $2.6  billion.

Table  I of  the  Appendix  shows  those  agricultural 
commodities  that  have  been  designated  as  eligible 
articles  for  the  purposes  of  GSP. 

The  list  of  GSP  beneficiaries  contains  98  inde- 
pendent developing  countries  and  40  dependent 
territories  (Table  II).  Other  countries  that  were 


considered  as  potentially  eligible  but  which  have  not 
been  designated  are  listed  in  Table  III. 

These  countries  were  not  designated  in  accordance 
with  section  502  of  the  Trade  Act,  which  specifies 
that  a developing  country  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
GSP  if,  among  other  things,  that  country  is  a member 
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of  the  Organization  of  Petroleum  Exporting  Coun- 
tries (OPEC),  grants  preferences  to  other  developed 
countries  to  the  detriment  of  U.S.  trade,  or  has 
nationalized  or  expropriated  the  property  of  U.S. 
citizens  without  fair  compensation. 

Imports  of  eligible  articles  from  beneficiary  coun- 
tries enter  the  United  States  free  of  duty,  subject  to 
certain  limitations.  The  Trade  Act  provides  that 
duty-free  treatment  of  imports  under  an  eligible 
five-digit  U.S.  tariff  heading  from  a beneficiary 
developing  country  or  territory  must  cease  within  60 
days  after  a given  calendar  year  ends  if  ( 1 ) imports  of 
that  item  from  that  country  amounted  to  more  than 
$25  million  in  that  calendar  year,  or  (2)  more  than  50 
percent  of  all  U.S.  imports  under  that  tariff  heading 
during  the  year  came  from  that  country.  Thereafter 
imports  of  that  commodity  from  that  country  would 
be  dutiable  at  the  most-favored-nation  rate  at  least 
until  the  following  year,  when  new  trade  data  might 
make  redesignation  possible. 

Each  year,  the  $25-million  reference  figure  is 
revised  upward  (or  downward)  in  proportion  to 
changes  in  the  U.S.  gross  national  product,  using 
1974  as  the  base  year.  This  year,  the  reference  figure 
was  $29.9  million  in  1976  imports.  These  two 
limitations  are  known  as  the  “competitive  need” 
criteria. 

An  exception  to  the  50  percent  limitation  is  that  it 
need  not  be  applied  to  commodities  that  are  not 
produced  in  the  United  States.  These  items  are 
marked  in  Table  I. 

Each  year,  then,  there  will  be  some  change  in  the 
program’s  beneficiaries  as  the  import  data  on  which 
beneficiary  exclusions  with  respect  to  particular 
products  are  updated.  The  beneficiary  exclusions 
applicable  to  the  program  on  March  1,  1977,  are 
based  on  1976  import  data  and  will  remain  in  effect 
until  March  1,  1978.  They  are  also  listed  in  Table  I. 

The  Trade  Act  provides  that  if  imports  of  a 
commodity  are  to  be  duty-free  under  the  preference 
program,  the  cost  or  value  of  the  materials  produced 
in  the  beneficiary  developing  country— plus  the  direct 
costs  of  processing  operations  performed  there— must 
amount  to  at  least  35  percent  of  the  appraised  value 
of  the  commodity  when  it  is  imported.  The  adminis- 
tration of  this  provision— including  the  definition  of 
“produced”  as  being  either  wholly  the  growth, 
product,  or  manufacture  of  the  beneficiary  develop- 
ing country  or  substantially  transformed  in  the 
beneficiary  developing  country  into  a new  and 
different  article  of  commerce— is  based  on  U.S. 
Treasury  Department  customs  regulations  published 
in  the  Federal  Register,  Volume  40,  Number  251,  on 
December  31,  1975,  and  also  in  U.S.  Customs 
regulations  (19  CFR  Part  10). 

Product  and  country  designations  may  change 
from  time  to  time  on  the  basis  of  Trade  Act 
requirements  and  implementing  procedures  published 
in  the  December  31,  1975,  Federal  Register.  A few 
country  designations  have  changed  and  are  noted  in 


Table  II.  The  procedural  requirements  of  the  Trade 
Act  provide  that  the  U.S.  International  Trade  Com- 
mission (ITC)  give  advice  on  the  probable  economic 
effect  of  giving  GSP  on  any  item  and  that  interested 
parties  be  permitted  to  express  their  views  in  public 
hearings.  The  implementing  regulations  establish  a 
petition  procedure  through  the  U.S.  Trade  Policy 
Staff  Committee  (TPSC),  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  various  federal  agencies,  and  also  allow 
the  TPSC  to  review  items  on  its  own  motion.  Two 
product  reviews  have  taken  place  so  far,  and  certain 
products  have  been  added  or  removed.  These  are 
noted  in  Table  1. 

The  chronology  below  presents  a brief  history  of 
the  U.S.  GSP  program; 

January  3,  7975— President  signs  the  Trade  Act  of 
1974,  in  which  Title  V authorizes  implementation  of 
the  U.S.  Generalized  System  of  Preferences. 

March  24,  7975— President  signs  Executive  Order 
1 1 844,  designating  the  list  of  beneficiary  developing 
countries  for  the  purposes  of  GSP  and  designating 
those  countries  still  under  consideration  (Federal 
Register,  March  26,  1975,  Vol.  40,  No.  59). 

March  26,  7975— President  publishes  in  the  Fed- 
eral Register  the  list  of  articles  that  will  be  considered 
for  designation  as  eligible  for  GSP. 

November  24,  79 75— President  signs  Executive 
Order  1 1888,  implementing  U.S.  GSP,  effective  Jan. 
1,  1976. 

December  31,  7 9 75— Regulations  establishing  pro- 
cedures for  review  of  GSP  eligible  articles  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  (Vol.  40,  No.  251). 

December  31,  7975— U.S.  Customs  Regulations 
pertaining  to  GSP  are  published  in  the  Federal 
Register  (Vol.  40,  No.  251). 

January  1,  7976— GSP  becomes  effective  with 
countries  excluded  by  competitive  need,  based  on 
1974  import  data. 

Mareh  1,  7976— New  competitive  need  exclusions 
take  effect,  based  on  1975  import  data  (Executive 
Order  1 1906,  Feb.  26,  1976). 

March  25,  7976— U.S.  International  Trade  Com- 
mission publishes  list  of  GSP  items  that  are  not 
produced  in  the  United  States  and  therefore  not 
subject  to  the  50  percent  competitive  need  exclusion 
(Federal  Register,  Vol.  41,  No.  60,  Mar.  26,  1976). 
(Agricultural  items  are  indicated  in  Table  I.) 

April  30,  7976-First  TPSC  product  review  begins. 

August  30,  7976— President  signs  Executive  Order 
1 1934,  calling  for  modifications  in  the  list  of  eligible 
articles  resulting  from  the  first  review  (Federal 
Register,  Vol.  41,  No.  171,  Sept.  1,  1976).  (Agricul- 
tural items  added  are  indicated  in  Table  1). 

November  19,  7976— Second  TPSC  product  review 
begins. 

January  19,  7 977— President  signs  Executive  Order 
1 1960,  calling  for  modifications  in  the  list  of  eligible 
articles  resulting  from  part  of  the  second  review,  to 
become  effective  March  1,  1977  (Federal  Register, 
Vol.  42,  No.  15,  Jan.  24,  1977).

February  25,  7977— President  signs  Executive 
Order  11974,  calling  for  the  remainder  of  modifica- 
tions to  the  list  of  eligible  articles  as  a result  of  the 
second  review  and  designates  competitive  need  exclu- 
sions based  on  1976  import  data,  both  to  become 
effective  March  1,  1977  (Federal  Register,  Vol.  42, 
No.  39,  Feb.  28,  1977).  (Agricultural  items  added  by 
second  review  are  indicated  in  Table  I). 

The  generalized  preference  programs  of  the  United 
States  and  other  developed  countries  have  their 
origins  in  a resolution  of  the  first  United  Nations 
Conference  on  Trade  and  Development,  held  in  1964, 
which  emphasized  “the  participation  of  the  develop- 
ing countries  in  international  trade  in  manufactures 
and  semimanufactures.” 

By  1969,  several  developed  countries,  including 
the  United  States,  had  circulated  draft  programs 
indicating  what  they  might  be  able  to  do  in  this  area. 
Since  the  differential  tariff  treatment  provided  in 
these  programs  would  have  violated  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade  (GATT),  a GATT 
waiver  approved  in  1971  authorized  developed  coun- 
tries for  10  years  to  give  preference  to  developing 
countries  generally  without  giving  the  same  treatment 
to  the  like  products  of  other  contracting  parties. 

The  United  States  began  working  on  a generalized 
preference  program  in  1967,  after  President  Johnson 
announced  U.S.  willingness  to  explore  with  other 


industrial  countries  the  possibilities  of  a preference 
program.  In  1969,  President  Nixon  approved  U.S. 
participation  in  a generalized  preference  system, 
subject  to  Congressional  approval,  and  in  1973  sent  a 
draft  bill  to  the  Congress.  His  transmittal  message  said 
that  preferences  are  intended  for  a broad  range  of 
manufactured  and  semimanufactured  products  and 
for  a selected  list  of  agricultural  and  other  primary 
products.  President  Ford  signed  the  Trade  Act  into 
law  in  January  1975. 

All  of  the  major  Western  developed  countries  and 
a few  Communist  countries  have  generalized  prefer- 
ence programs.  Most  of  these  went  into  effect  in 
1971  or  1972,  although  the  Australian  program  is 
somewhat  older.  These  programs  are  similar  to  the 
U.S.  program  in  covering  industrial  products  gen- 
erally, with  certain  exceptions,  and  agricultural  com- 
modities selectively.  Some  of  them,  notably  the 
European  Community  (EC)  and  Japanese  programs, 
differ  from  the  U.S.  program  in  setting  no  limits  on 
preferential  imports  of  most  of  the  agricultural 
commodities  covered  under  the  program  and  in 
reducing,  rather  than  eliminating,  tariffs. 

Other  developed  countries  also  change  their  prod- 
uct coverage  slightly  from  time  to  time.  For  example, 
the  EC  published  in  its  “Official  Journal”  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1976,  a number  of  changes  in  its  GSP 
program,  which  became  effective  January  1,  1977.
